Thanks for relaying Shongopavi Village and traditional leader questions regarding WHAT CAN INDIAN
HEALTH SERVICE do about:

A) Arsenic Mitigation Schedule?

Captain Matson unilaterally extended the HAMP schedule from 2 Years duration estimated by regional construction
and engineering experts to 5 Years. He also committed to convince USEPA to extend the enforcement schedule
accordingly. We look forward to his report.

B) Interim drinking water supply measures?
IHS can expedite or allocate direct funds for HUC to expedite the fast track completion of the Turquoise trail well
head facilities to provide arsenic compliant bulk water. If those funds are allocated to HUC through an existing
or future MOA we can complete the design and construction of well head improvements in approximately 9
Months.

C) Administrative order fine amount?
IHS and HUC must defer to the Hopi Tribe General Council Theresa Thinelk who is appointed to be the point of

contact on Administrative Order negotiations.

| think the main thing IHS can do is to begin to submit HAMP deliverables on schedule. HUC committed to meet with the
villages upon completion of the PER; and now again on completion of the 10% Design Report to clarify the locations of

wholesale meters and HAMP village connections. We keep moving the village meetings schedule back due to IHS
sustained non-completion of the required deliverables. We will reschedule the HAMP village meetings upon review of
the 10% Design Report which is due again today.

Specifically with regard to Shongopavi HAMP connection, Jesse De Couteau completed the design of a Shongopavi
HAMP connection and distribution line project to deliver HAMP Water from the intersection of Route 264 and Route 4
into the Shongopavi Water System under the mine funding program. What is the status of that project?

Thanks for keeping in touch on these issues. We enjoy coordinating with you and communicating with the villages more
effectively to build a seamless and unified safe water system.

Hi Alex,

Thanks for the inquiry about: EPA fines/Administrative Order/HAMP deployment schedule and Interim Measures to
provide temporary drinking water.

The Hopi Tribal Council desighated General Council Theresa Thinelk as the point of contact with US EPA R9 on the
arsenic enforcement (Administrative Order) Issue.
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In previous official HAMP meetings EPA, The Tribe and effected villages agreed to focus on the ultimate sustainable
solution (HAMP) without diverting resources to temporary “Band Aid Fixes” (Interim Measures), since arsenic is a long
term cumulative (chronic), not immediate (acute) health risk.

When Captain Matson proposed the 5 Year HAMP schedule he committed to convince, or at least volunteered to try and
persuade, EPA RS9 Drinking Water Enforcement Division that 5 Years is an appropriate or acceptable time frame. He has

not reported to HUC on that topic yet.

HUC is very optimistic that by pooling our mutual design and construction management resources with IHS EADO, we
can accelerate the delivery schedule of the project.

If you would like we can add the Interim Measure and accelerated schedule topics to the HAMP 10 % Design Review
Meeting.
